The rent problem enter* into Uio 
cost of things because it helps to koep 
labor, which has to pay it, high. It 
enters also into the price of goods di- 
rectly, because the merchant' ias to 
flgur0 it into hi» costs. 


A novel plan of placing store" rents 


on a sliding scale wtu presented at' 
the National Shoo Retailors" conven- 
tion in Chicago, by a member operat- 
ing a chain or shoo stores, who, rnukati 
hia leases on an up and down auto- 
matic plan under .which Hie landlord 
receives a certtiln n'ercuntage of gross 
sales, so that when buainess is inac- 
tive the tenant pars lestf rout than 
when it Is good. Ho is said to-claim 
that this makes tho landlord take a 
direct interest la tho success of hla 
tenant, and, In the prospect of creat- 
ing bus'ln'eap, Is more willing to put In 
improvements in tho storo to attract 
customers, on tho -ground that in this 
way his rentals may bo Increased. 


It is, of course, neoossary to flrst 


find your landlord who will be amen- 
able to such considerations. Some of 
th'em are so constituted that Uioy 
would hardly listen to inducements of 
this character, If some other tenant 
ottered a fixed and higher sum than 
tho.minimum which would be accord- 
ed when business was not good.
